IN the Seventeen Principal Towns of Scotland, being those burghs which at the date of the 
1961 Census had populations of over 30,000, there were registered during the week ended 
11th January 1964, the births of 1.172 living children, and of 25 stillborn children, 227 
marriages and 732 deaths. In the case of births, stillbirths and deaths the numbers are 
corrected to allow for usual residence. The equivalent annual birth-rate (living children only) 
is 23-6 per thousand of the population, the marriage-rate 4-6 and the death-rate 14:7. The 
number of stillbirths corresponds to a rate of 21 per thousand total births registered 
(including stillborn). 

The birth-rate for the week is 6-5 more than in the previous week, and 1:2 above the 
five years’ average.

IN the Seventeen Principal Towns of Scotland, being those burghs which at the date of the 
1961 Census had populations of over 30,000, there were registered during the week ended 
18th January 1964, the births of 1,054 living children, and of 23 stillborn children, 158 
marriages and 626 deaths. In the case of births, stillbirths and deaths the numbers are 
corrected to allow for usual residence. The equivalent annual birth-rate (living children only) 
is 21:2 per thousand of the population, the marriage-rate 3-2 and the death-rate 12:6. The 
number of stillbirths corresponds to a rate of 21 per thousand total births registered 
(including stillborn). 

The birth-rate for the week is 2-4 less than in the previous week, but 0-1 above the 
five years’ average. The marriage-rate is 1-4 less than in the previous week, and 0-5 below 
the average. The death-rate is 2-1 less than in the previous week, and 3-5 below the average.

3-2° below that for the previous week, and 2-1° below the average for the corresponding 
week in the period 1901-1930. 

The mean rainfall was 0-18 inch, and the mean sunshine 11-1 hours. 


Provisional figures for the year 1963 show that there were registered in Scotland 
102,681 live births, 65,500 deaths and 39,653 marriages. The rates were L # 7, 12°6 and 
7°6 respectively.
